New Brockton cuts expenses

Once again, New  Brockton’s 
Town Council held a special meet- 
ing last Thursday evening (May 23) 
to discuss the town’s financial woes. 

This time, the purpose of the 
meeting adjourned from a week ago 
was to here suggestions for moncy- 
saving measures from Mayor Kathy 
Holley, Councilman Charles Cole 
and Police Chief Charles Driggers. 

The three were to meet between 
the May 16 and May 23 meeting. 
Their purpose was to review the po- 
lice department’s situation, and to re- 
turn to the council with suggestions 
on ways to cut the town’s expenses. 

At the beginning of the meeting, 
Mayor Holley stated, “The purpose 
of this meeting is to continue the dis- 
cussion of the financial status of the 
police department and the town,” 

The mayor reported that as of this 
date (May 23), a total of $19,565.87 
had been deposited into the town’s 
bank account. She noted that this in- 
cluded the $5,000.00 (the amount 
discussed at the last meeting) re- 
ceived from the water department. 

Mayor Holley also noted that Lin- 
da Dillow, city clerk, had written 
checks totaling $22,366.44 for bills 


through the end of the month. This 
amount includes two payrolls. 

Dillow estimated that the general 
fund balance at the end of the month 
would be approximately $17,600.00. 

The discussion then turned to 
what measures can be taken to re- 
duce the town’s expenses during this 
financial crisis. 

Mayor Holley reported that the 
“committee” discussed the following 
cost-saving measures: cut each po- 
lice officer’s pay by .25¢ per hour 
and 8 hours per month; cut the po- 
lice chief’s pay by $15.00 per week, 
plus he would work 24 hours per 
month per week; reduce the street 
department employees’ pay by .15¢ 
per hour; reduce the city clerk’s 
hours by 10 hours per month; and 
cut all other expenses (travel, etc.) 
by as much as possible. 

The members of the council, 
mayor included, voted at the previ-’ 
ous meeting to serve for the remain- 
der of the fiscal year for $1 per 
month pay. 

The council, including members 
of the police and street departments, 
discussed for several minutes the 


measures recommended by the 
“committee.”

Attorney General’s opinion 
received by New Brockton

The New Brockton Town Council 
recently received an Attorney Gener- 
al’s opinion on the “road mainte- 
nance” concerning Co. Rd. 533. 

In December of 1995, a differ- 
ence of opinion arose between the 
town council of New Brockton and 
the Coffee County Commission as to 
whose responsibility it was to main- 
tain the road. 

Coffee County Road 533 (Betha- 
ny Road) runs south from U.S. Hwy. 
84 in downtown New Brockton to 
AL Hwy. 134. The portion of the 
county road in the city limits being 
Tyler Street. 

The problem between the town 
and county surfaced when the coun- 
cil refused to pay the first of 96 pay- 
ments for the resurfacing of the road 


(533) inside the town limits. 

From that point on, the problem 
has escalated with the maintenance 
of other roads (Byrd Mill Road) 
within the town limits becoming a 
question. Also, the county has de- 
nied the town gas privileges at the 
county pumps located in New 
Brockton. 

In an effort to settle the dispute, 
both the town and county have re- 
quested opinions from the Attorney 
General’s Office. New Brockton’s 
council has received theirs. 


The question asked the Attorney 
General was: “If there is no resolu- 
tion of the town council accepting 
responsibility for county roads that 
lie within the town's corporate lim- 
its, is the town responsible for main- 
taining such roads?” 

After citing several sections of 
the Code of Alabama 1995, Legisla- 
tive Acts, court cases, and other AG 
opinions on similar circumstances, 
the Attorney General offered the fol- 
lowing opinion: 

“In view of the foregoing, the an- 
swer to your question is that, while 
the county bears the principal re- 
sponsibility for maintaining its 
roads, the city may also bear some 
responsibility as well. The extent of 
this responsibility is a factual ques- 
tion which must be resolved by the 
jurisdictions in question or by a 
court of law. We urge the municipal- 
ity and the county to work together 
to provide safe roads for their citi- 
zens.” 

The opinion was signed for Attor- 
ney General Jeff Sessions by James 
R. Solomon, Jr., Chief of Opinions 
Division, 

The question now is whether or 
not the town council and county 
commission will get together and 
settle their differences, or go to 

* court. 


Republican delegate candidates 
to be on paper ballots 


Probate Judge Bill Gammill says 
that due to the length of the Demo- 
cratic and Republican Preference 
Primaries, and voting machine space 
limitation, the Republican candidates 
for convention delegates will appear 
on a separate paper ballot on the 
June 4 Primary, 

The sample ballots that have been 
available for the past few days have 
both the Republican Presidential 
candidates and the delegates on a 
separate ballot. 

The official paper ballot will not 


have the delegates on it, and the can- 
didates themselves will appear on 
the voting machine. 

Therefore, only those wishing to 
vote for the delegates to the Republi- 
can convention will have to vote the 
paper ballot, 

“Because of the limitations of our 
machines, something was going to 
have to be on a paper ballot,” said 
Judge Gammill. “I believe just put- 
ting the Republican delegates on the 
paper ballot will be the least confus- 
ing and disruptive,”

Administrative changes made at Elba Elementary

The Elba City School Board met 
in special session at noon on Thurs- 
day, May 23rd. 

In swift succession they named 
Elementary Principal Dale Crowe to 
serve as the Federal Program Co- 
ordinator, Judy Killingsworth was 
named to replace Crowe as prinicpal 
and Mickey McCollough was moved 
from the central office into the as- 
sistant principal’s position at the Ele- 
mentary School. All three positions 
are 12 month jobs and are effective 
with the next school year. 

The new federal programs co- 
ordinator position was needed, ex- 
plained Superintendent Charles 
Pearce, because of the change that 
has all federal programs, except Spe- 
cial Education, coming to the school 
in the form of a block grant, ef- 
fective with the 1996-97 school year. 

Crowe will work out of the cen- 
tral office. Duties will include, but 
are not limited to: full responsibility 
for all federally funded programs, 
administering budgeting, reporting, 
implementation and compliance; 
serving as attendance officer; text- 
book coordinator; safe school co- 
ordinator; in charge of drug testing; 
accreditation compliance; inventory 
of all equipment and fixed assets and 
assisting the superintendent with. 
oyerseeing the Child Nutrition Pro- 
gram (CNP) bidding, ordering and 
budgeting ... this last part is due to 
the abolishing of the CNP director 
position previously held by McCol- 
lough. 

Killingsworth has been serving in 
an administrative position at the ele- 
mentary school, which was for all 
practical purposes assistant prin- 
cipal. In that position she worked 
closely with the teachers and they al- 
ready know, and accept, the high

standards expected of them by Mrs. 
Killingsworth. Her promotion at the 
beginning of the coming school year 
should therefore be smooth. 

McCollough is well experienced 
in school administration, having 
served as principal himself on more 
than one occasion. Therefore, he to 
will transition into his new position 
smoothly, Pearce said. 

The job responsibilities as assist- 
ant principal include discipline, 
overseeing maintenance of the phys- 


ical plant operation and the grounds; 
inventory within the school, text- 
books, school safety, evaluation of 
maintenance personnel and teachers;

state’s public fishing lakes 


The Game & Fish Division of the 
Alabama Department of Conserva- 
tion and Natural Resources has an- 
nounced fee changes for Alabama’s 
Public Fishing Lakes, 

Effective June 1, the daily fishing 
permit fee will be $2, daily boat ren- 
tal will cost $3, and daily boat 
launch fee will be $2. There is no ad- 
ditional charge for fish caught from 
a lake. 

Since the first state public fishing 
lakes opened in 1950, the State 
Lakes Program has grown to include 
23 lakes in 20 counties, 

The program's purpose is to pro- 
vide quality Sing at an affordable 
price in areas of the state that lack 
sufficient natural waters to meet the 
needs of the angler, 

As an innovative way to reduce 
the program's cost, the Game & Fish 
Division contracts with individuals 
to operate the lakes on a daily basis. 
The lake managers earn an income 


through profits from concession 
sales and fees from permit sales, 

The last fee increase was in 1979, 
when the daily fishing permit fee 
was raised from $1 to $1.50, With 
current inflation rates applied to this 
fee, a daily fishing permit today 
would be $3.25. Inflation and other 
operating costs have placed an eco- 
nomic strain on lake managers. 

The Game & Fish Division has 
attempted to reduce the strain by re- 
lieving some of the burdens, Howev- 
er, a fee change has become neces- 
sary, and the Division is forced to 
ask anglers for help. 

The fee adjustment should have a 
small impact on anglers, and will 

rovide greatly-needed revenue to 
keep the State Lake Program operat- 
ing, 

In announcing the fee increase,

There is little need to 
explain that what was billed earlier as the cooler weather was in fact top- 
ping out at 100 degrees! Predicting politics is wild enough, but we had to 
get into the weather, something even the experts can only, at best, guess 
at. 


We are not sure just what is going on with the Coffee County courthouse 
system. A big article in The Dothan Eagle last weck quoted some legal 
types with speculation that the recent law combining the juries for both di- 
visions into one pot, in effect, climinated the Enterprise Division court- 
house, Those ain't our words but reading and re-reading the reasoning be- 
hind the thought, we kept sticking on the part of the new law which reads: 
“Section 3, All laws or sections of laws which conflict with this act are re- 
pealed,” The two jury lists were set up in the law which established the 
Enterprise courthouse, therefore one could reason that the whole law was 
thrown out with the words which read, “A// laws or...". How ever the jury 
combination law was intended, this does bring up the need for legal opin- 
ions. Our personal thoughts are that IF any such thing happened, there will 
be another bill in the hopper at the beginning of the very next legislative 
session to correct the matter. Meanwhile, Representative Garreth Moore is 
catching the wrath of those opposed to the new jury law AND those who 
think he may have removed the courthouse from Enterprise. 


Next Tuesday is election day in Alabama. Actually it is primary election 
day ... time for the respective parties to select their candidates for THE 
election in November. There is a sample ballot on page 9. We suggest you 
study it before you go vote. That is always good advice, but this year the 
thing is awful hard to follow and needs some study ahead of time! First de- 
cide if you want to be a Democrat or a Republican for this particular elec- 
tion ... you can’t be both. Then study the candidates running in that partic- 
ular party, just ignoring those in the other party for now. We will get a 
shot at them in November, 


Four constitutional amendments will be on the ballot next week. We all 
vote on these, regardless of party affiliations. Here, briefly, is what they 
are about. #1 is apparently an effort to bring the 1901 Alabama Constitu- 
tion in line with federal laws on voting and voter registration. Apparently 
it is a positive step. We will vote yes. #2 would again allow the legislature 
to impeach justices of the Alabama Supreme Court and Court of Appeals. 
Alabama had that system once and changed. We don’t want a judge mak- 
ing decisions to please the Alabama legislature and will vote NO! #3 will 
change the makeup of the Judicial Inquiry Commission, which investi- 
gates complaints about judges. It adds three appointed non-lawyer mem- 
bers. All other members are judges and lawyers. This one we will support, 
even though it may add politics to the investigative process. #4 would re- 
quire both houses of the legislature approve any court decision which or- 
ders state money be spent. It is in response to court ruling which ordered 
state money be paid to poorer school systems and told the state to find 
more money for public schools. We think this is a good added “check and 
balance” and will vote for it. Well it appears we will only vote no on Num- 
ber 3. You make your own decision, but vote.

Over two-thirds of animal bites 
occur when humans are feeding, pet- 
ling, or attempting to pick up wild- 
life or unfamiliar domesticated ani- 
mals--making rabies) a very 
Ah dpc disease. In addition to 

aving your dog or cat immunized 
annually by a veterinarian, here are 
some steps you can take to minimize 
your exposure to rabies: 

«Avoid sick or strange-acting ani- 
mals. A wild animal that appears 
friendly, docile or approaches hu- 
mans, should be avoided. Nocturnal 
animals, such as raccoons and bats, 
that become active in the daytime 
may be suspect. 

*Do not touch, pick up or feed 
wild or unfamiliar animals, 

*Do not leave pet food outside. It 
encourages strays and wild animals 
to enter the community environment 
and is not healthy for your own pet. 

*Do not attempt to “rescue” seem- 
ingly abandoned baby wild animals. 
More often than not, the parent is 
waiting nearby for humans to leave. 
If you find an injured or sick wild 
animal, call your local animal con- 
trol facility or contact a veterinarian 
for further instructions. 

*Do not keep wild or exotic ani- 
mals as pets. 

*Use only animal-proof trash 
cans, Garbage attracts raccoons, and 
they are very adept at getting into 
less-secure receptacles. 

*Cap chimneys, seal openings and 
cut tree branches that provide access 
to houses and garages to prevent rac- 
coons and bats from entering. 

*Teach children to keep a safe 
distance from unknown dogs and 
cats as well as wild animals.

An Ordinance to provide for a Lease and 
Rental Tax for the City of Elba, Alabama 

BE IT ORDAINED by the City Council 
of the City of Elba, Alabama as follows: 

SECTION 1. Definitions 

For purposes of this ordinance, the fol- 
lowi terms shall have the respective 
meanings ascribed by this section: 

(1) BUSINESS. All activities engaged 
in, Or caused to be engaged in, by any 
person with the object of gain, profit, ben- 
efit or advantage, either direct or indirect 
to such bervon 

(2) CITY CLERK/TREASURER. The 
City Clerk/Treasurer of the City of Elba, 
Alabama 

(3) GROSS PROCEEDS. The value 
proceeding or accruing from the leasing 
or rental of tangible personal property, 
without any deduction on account of the 
cost of the property so leased or rented, 
the cost of materials used, labor or ser 
vice cost, interest paid or any other ex 
pense whatsoever, and without any de 
ductions on account of loss, and shall 
also include on the part of any person 
claiming exemption under subsection 4 of 
Section 4 of this ordinance an amount 
equal to the amount of rental paid on any

(4) LEASING OR RENTAL. A trans- 
action whereunder the person who owns 
or controls the possession of tangible per- 
sonal property permits another person to 
have the possession or use thereof for a 
consideration and for the duration of a 
definite or indefinite period of time without 
transfer of the title to such property.

If any person shall engage in or con- 
tinue in any business for which a Brvege 
tax is imposed by Section 3 of this Or- 
dinance as a condition precedent to en-

dence. The Legislature may prescribe rea- 
sonable and nondiscriminatory require- 
ments as prerequisites to registration for 
voting.

PROPOSED AMENDMENT 

‘6.17. Judicial inquiry commission. 

‘(a) A judicial inquiry commission is cre- 
ated consisting of nine members. The 
supreme court shall appoint one appellate 
judge who shall not be a Justice on the 
Supreme Court; the circuit judges’ associa- 
tion shall appoint two judges of the circuit 
court the governor shall appoint three per- 
sons who are not lawyers, who shall be sub- 
ject to Senate confirmation before serving; 
the Lieutenant Governor shall appoint one 
district judge who shall be subject to senate 
confirmation; and the governing body of the 
Alabama state bar shall appoint two mem- 
bers of the state bar to serve as members of 
the commission. Provided, however, that on 
January 1, 2005, the appointment authority 
granted to the Lieutenant Governor shall 
revert to the Governor and the Governor 
shall thereafter be entitled to appoint three 
persons who are not lawyers, and one dis- 
trict judge, all subject to Senate confirma- 
tion. The commission shall select its own 
chair, The terms of the members of the com- 
mission shall be four years. A vacancy on 
the commission shall be filled for a full term 
in the manner the original appointment was 
made. 

*(b) The commission shall be convened 
permanently with authority to conduct 
investigations, and receive or initiate com- 
plaints concerning any judge of a court of 
the judicial system of this state. The com- 
mission shall file a complaint with the court 
of the judiciary in the event that a majority 
of the members of the commission decide 
that a reasonable basis exists, (1) to charge a 
judge with violation of any canon of judicial 
ethics, misconduct in office, failure to per- 
form his or her duties, or (2) to charge that 
the judge is physically or mentally unable to 
perform his or her duties.

‘(d) The court of the judiciary shall have 
power to issue subpoenas, The legislature 
shall provide by law for the expenses of the

Section 2, An election upon the proposed 
amendment shall be held in accordance with 
Sections 284 and 285 of the Constitution of 
Alabama of 1901, as amended, at the next 
statewide election not less than three (3) 
months after the final adjournment of the 
Legislative Session at which this amend- 
ment is proposed, but in no event later than 
the first Democratic and Republican pri 
mary elections to be held in 1996 

Section 3, The appropriate election offi 
cial shall assign a ballot number for the pro 
posed constitutional amendment on the 
election ballot and shall set forth the fol 
lowing description of the substance or sub- 
ject matter of the proposed constitutional 
amendment: 

‘Proposing an amendment of the Consti- 
tution of Alabama of 1901, to provide fur- 
ther for the composition and powers of the 
Judicial Inquiry Commission and the Court 
of the Judiciary; and to provide further for 
appealing a decision of the Court of the 
Judiciary.
